1976, one percent fewer than in 1675. 
The preliminary estimate for 197 T 
indicates 2.75 million farms will be in 
operation.

Total land in farms, estimated at 
1,084 million acres for 1976, is slight- 
ly less than the 1,086 million acres 
estimated for 1975.

Farm numbers in the United States 
have decreased by 16% during the 
last ten years, but only a 4% drop was 
Fecorded in land In farms.

.si/o of farms, which increased from 
348 acres in I960 to 300 acres in 1976. 
The 1977 preliminary estimate for 
average .size wf faim is 393 acres. 

The preliminary estimate of 202,000 
farms and ranches fn Texas for 1977 is 
a decllno of 1% or 3,000 farms below 
the 1976 revised level of 205,000 
farms, according to the Texas Crop 
and Livestock Reporting Service. The 
number of farms and ranches has con- 
tinued to docline following a brief 
stablo period. 

Total land in farms and ranches at 
141,400,000 la down 400,000 from last 
year.

Reproductive rates. With reproduc- 
tive rates standing at about 87% na- 
tionally theta Is substantial room for 
improvement. Pope says. There are 
currently about 45 million beef cows 
in U.S. herd* A calving improve- 
ment of just 2% would increase our 
output by 900,000 calves per year. 
That's about as many calves as are 
produced in California each year. This 
would add about 180 million pounds of 
beef at weaning time alone and boost 
producers incomes by $112 million 
annually. 

Weaning Weights. Output per cow 
unit can be increased through better 
" bull and female selection, improved 
i, pastures, new kind9 of forages and 
better nutrition could easily add 20 
pounds or 5% to the weaning weight 
r of calves. This would create nearly 
€00 million more pounds of sale 
r weight from the nation's cow herds. 

Calf death loss. A one percent re- 
f duction in calf death loss during 
weaning and shipment would save the 
f industry about $3 million each year. 

Feed additives. Researchers can 
i develop new and safer feed additives. 

■ A 2% increase In feed conversion 
efficiency would save U.S. feeders the 
> bill on 500,000 tons of grain each 
year. 

Cutability. Scientists can find ways 
to Improve the lean cut-out of the beef 
carcass. An increase of 0.5% on half 
the cattle finished in the U.S. each 
year — 13 million head — would yield 
enough extra lean beef to supply the 
annual requirements of 330,000 
Americans. 

“While these statistics are sub- 
mitted in the spirit of ''guesstimate' 1 
since the numbers are constantly 
changing, they do give some idea of 
| the potential for improvement . . . and 
increased profit for the cattle pro- 
ducer," Pope said. 

Some other potential research 
areas Pope mentioned were evaluat- 
ing new breeds and crosses, improv- 
ing the ability of beef cattle to use low 
quality roughages, developing a ‘sys- 
tems' approach to maximum beef 
production and developing improved 
marketing systems that give cattle 
producers a ‘decision-making’ role and 
better control of their product all the 
way to the consumer. 

Research on some of tho topics 
Pope mentioned is already underway, 
but inflation has cut heavily into 
scientific budgets, and consequently 
results. 

While research costs vary, most 
authorities agree that it takes at least 
$50,000 per scientific man year to 
launch a productive research pro- 
gram. 

Based on the scientific man years 
needed to effectively conduct re- 
search that would have an Impact on 
the industry, state and federal 
agencies and private companies 
should be putting $20 million more 
each year into increased effort. 

Good research is not an 'on-again, 
off- again 1 affair, Pope said. Beef cattle 
produc aw^nfi eti^fl, JUiit e to sponsor 
research in those beef pro- 

duction with the best probability of 
payoff. 

“Despite the current price picture, 
aU signs point to a strong beef demand 
through the rest of this century," 
Pope said. "Some experts predict con- 
sumption will continue to rise by two 
to three pounds per capita per year. 
And the outlook for profit from beef 
cattle is good — perhaps better than 
for any other part of the U.S. food 
industry. But to stay in business now, 
beef cattle producers need to contin- 
ually look for new ways to produce 
beef more efficiently."
